PRETTY RUTH GARRISON 
CHARGED WITH SLAYING OF

SEATTLE, May 6. — Without « 
tremor or the blinking ef an eye- 
lash, pretty 18-year-old Ruth Garri- 
son sat in Judge John 6. Jury's 
branch of the Superior Court Mon- 
day afternoon and listened to Dep- 
uty Prosecuting Attorney Carmody 
recite the State's version of the 
death scene in the Bon Marche tea 
room, where Mra. Grace Storrs met 
Geath after eating a fruit cocktail. 
No trace of emotion disturbed the 
face of the accused girl as she lie- 
tened to the dramatic tale that cen- 
tered around the death portion of 
fruit salad which the State claime 
held the strychnine that eliminated 
her rival for the affections of D. M. 
Storrs. 

She listened without apparent 
emotion to Deputy Carmeédy teil the 
jury that the State would show t 
after her victim had taken her 
ugonized breath she sneered at the 
dead girl's mother and lightly said, 
“I thank you,” when the sister of 
the polsoned woman upbraided her. 
and that the State would show that 
after she had watched the dying 
convulsions of her victim she calmly 
walked to the Bon Marche elevator 
and would have left had she not 
been stopped by the mother of the 
dead Woman.

White Man in 
Daylight Holdup. 


Victim Relieved of Cash and 
' Jewelry on Street. 


Armed with sawed-off shotguns, 
police cetectives last night began a 
search for a young negro bandit 
wearing a full police uniform who, 
with a well-dressed white man, lato 
yesterday held up and robbed Rob- 
ert Lithgow of 119 East Fifth street. 
two revolvers each, the 
bandits secured $300 in cash and a 
large amount of jewelry from their 
victim m a daylight robbery at 
Twenty-ninth street and Santa Fe 
avenue. 

According to the story told the po-

“Call at Central Police Station for 
money.” the uniformed man 
then instructed Mr. Lithgow, “I am 
going to take this fellow to Univer- 
sity Station.”

The deadiy ammontita is rare 
here. Needing a specimen, I hunt- 
ed a whole week before being suc- 
cessful, finally getting three perfect 


specimens under a live oak near 


Sycamore Park. While they are 


not dissimilar to agaricus in shape 


and size, only the heedless can mis- 
take them, the poison with white 


gills, the edible with purplish pink. 


If mushrooms are cut off or picked 
without the root cup, the same root 
will continue to grow. <A careless 


picker taking root and all spoils a 


field for future crops, uniess «& 
kindly wind plants new sporelings. 

The iniquitous pepper tree is 
kindly in one respect. From its 
decay springs one of the most de- 
licious mushrooms, a species of 
“inky cup.” This plant, when once 
noted, can never be mistaken for 


any other species. The stem and 


cup are equally thick, about one- 
eighth of an inch. It seldom attains 
a height of two inches. The cup is 
deep cream color, the gill light 
brown, soon deepening into an ai- 
most black tone. It needs no peel- 
ing, as does the agaricus. The del- 
— cup breaks as one picks. 

e inky cup n about twen- 
ty minutes’ cooking. No water is 
needed, as its own juice suffices. Put 
in a sauce pan, add a lump of but - 
ter, a little salt, a touch of pepper 
Cooking turns them black. They 
are more tasty, more nutritious than 
the agaricus. 

All the “puff balle” are edible, but 
lack a pronounced flavor. Few care 
for them, except as an adjunct to 
meat gravy. They must be eaten 
young.

Lord Northcliffe took many scalps 

the war. One London editor sald that he 
(Northcliffe) “destroyed, with slanderous in- 
citements to the mob, honorable men, wheth- 
er soldiers, sailors or statesmen, whose de- 
votion to the nation stood In the way of his 
ambitions, Kitchener, Grey, Asquith, Jellli- 
coe, Haldane, Robertson—these are among 
the great men hounded down by Lord North- 
cliffe. They did not nurse the press. They 
refused to be the instruments of the press. 
And they were destroyed by the press.” 
The same editor sald that Lioyd George's 
remarkable rise was due to the fact that 
he won the press and made it the accom- 
plice in his personal ambitions and in- 
trigues. “Tt was Lord Northcliffe who ex- 
alted him.” 

That editor is, of course, a strong oppo 
nent of both Lioyd George and Lord North- 
cliffe and his enmity tinges the quotations 
just made. Nevertheless there is a good 
deal of truth in what he gays. 

It was inevitable that the two men should 
come to grips. Lord Northcliffe, destroyer 
of one Premier and maker of another, un- 
doubtedly expected that he would be con- 
sulted as to Cabinetmaking. But Lioyd 

seems to have “dropped the pilot” 
and to have disregarded the great newspa- 
per proprietor when it came to choosing his 
ministers. 

The next blow to Lord Northcliffe is said 


to have been in the selection of the British- 


representatives to the Peace Conference at 
Paris. Lord Northcliffe, it has been pretty 
strongly hinted, wished to be,one of those 
representatives. Lioyd George left him “on 
the outside looking in.” 

Northeliffe immediately started his great 
guns of the press shelling the Premier. His 
papers declared that Lloyd George was too 
lenient toward Germany and was not living 
up to his election pledges to make Germany 
pay all the costs of the war and to punish 
the ex-Kaiser. The effect of this criticism 
was evident in the by-elections which went 
against the Lloyd George government. 

Ater enduring for weeks the fire of the 
Northcliffe press, Lloyd George went back 
to London and, in his great speech in the 
House of Commons on April 16, he publidly 
and soundly spanked Lord Northcliffe. He 
declared that the Northcliffe press had at- 
tempted to sow discord between England, 
France and America. And then, undoubt- 


edly with Northcliffe in mind, he made the 


famous taunt about the wild men screaming 
through the keyhole of the Peace Confer- 
ence room. 

While, he , the peace delegates were 
working in hafmony at Paris, “stones were 
clattering on the roof and crashing through 
the windows, and wild men were screaming

How's it going to end? It is con- 
céivable that Lord Northcliffe may, 
by the power of his press and his 
brother’s newspapers, drive Lioyd 
George out of the leadership of the 
unwieldy coalition government. But 
that won't mean the downfall of 
Lioyd George. He will come back 
again, either as leader of a new party 
or as head of the old Liberal party 
which sits at Westminster now in 
such diminished numbers. And it 
may be expected, in case of this 
happening, that he will retaliate. It 
is declared that one form which that 
retaliation will take will be an at- 
tempt to have Parliament pass a bill 
to prevent any man owning more 
than one newspaper or the control 
of more than one newspaper. 

If Lioyd George does go that far 
he will not want for support. The 
ownership of a group of newspapers 
by one man has been proved in Great 
Britain, as well as in the United 
States, to be full of possibilities for 
evil. KF is no disparagement to Lord 
Northcliffe to say that he is not of 
the statesman caliber. He's a good 
newspaper man and a first-rate em- 
ployer. Nobody will deny those 
facts. Nor can it be gainsaid that 
he has on occasion used unwisely 
the great power, the too great pow- 
er, given him by his ownership of 
great newspapers. A copyist in this 
country of the Northcliffe policy has 
made even worse errors. 

Lioyd George can strike a great 
blow at Lord Northcliffe and his 
brother by aiming to reduce their 
ownership of newspapers to one 
each. On the other hand, the Prime 
Minister himself can do without the 
support of the Northcliffe press. An 
acute American observer recently 
said that Lloyd George needs no 
press behind him, “for when he 
speaks it rings through every news- 
paper in England.” Moreover, he 
has the support of one great London 
newspaper outside of the Northcliffe 
combine and others would not be 
unwilling to lend him assistance if 
he was in any real danger of bend- 
ing under the Northcliffe blows. 

When this Homeric battle is end- 
ed—and it would appear to be only 
in its first stages—it will not be at 
all surprising to see Lioyd George 
on top and Lord Northcliffe shorn 
of some of the power that made him 
so commanf@ing a figure during the 
war.

Over Two Hundred Machine 
Gun Men Pass Through. 


After spending the day visiting 
with relatives and friends, members 


of the Base Hospital Unit, No. 35, 
which arrived yesterday morning 
from France, entrained for Camp 
Kearny at midnight last night, where 
the 103 men and three officers will 
be mustered out. The unit is in 
command of Capt. Eliot Alden, of 
Los Angeles, and the other officers 
are Lieut. A. A. Payette, of Los An- 
geles, and Lieut. H. A. Lillie, of 
South Pasadena. 

The unit, which is composed en- 
tirely of Southern California. men, 
most of them from Los Angeles, was 
organized and outfitted here by the 
Los Angeles Chapter, American Red 
Cross, and left Camp Kearny for 
France, July 4 last, 200 strong, in- 
cluding 100 ,young women nurses 
recruited by the Good Samaritan 
Hospital. By August 10 the unit 
was established in its own 1000-bed 
hospital at Mars-Sur-Allier, France, 
where, in all, ten hospital units were 
lecated to care for the wounded and 
the sick. From the time the unit 
established its hoepital until it en- 
trained for home, Capt. Alden stated 
yesterday that it handled more than 
7000 cases. In October, during t 
heighth of the Argonne fighting, t 
hospital handled at one time Bowen 
than 2800 cases, though the capacity 
was established at 1000. Later, dur- 
ing the influenza epidemic which 
struck the army, the members of 
the unit were worked night and 
day.

“Too much cannot be said in 
praise of the work done by the 
nurses and men of unit No. 35," said 
Capt. Alden. “They were always on

Tom Sharkey, who operated wn- 
der the aliases of John Henderson, 
John Jones and Jim Perry) was ar- 
rested at the Pacific Electric sta- 
tion In this city, in January, 1917.
